LIFE TERMS FOR 
SIX KY. MINERS 


Now Trying to Rush 
Byrge to Prison 


HARLAN. Ky. Oct. 19. — Silas 
Byrge is held in jail here on framed 
murder charges, connecting him with 
the Battle of Evarts in May, 1991. 
when miners of the Black Mountain 
Coal Co. defended themselves against 
an attack by deputized gun thugs of 
the company. 

Byrge was arrested last week in 
Middlezboro where he has been living 
openly, carrying on activity for the 
Communist election campaign, and 
particularly to put the miners’ can- 
Cidate, running on the Communist 
ticket. Ed Garland, into office as 
sheriff of Bell county. 

Harlan deputies raided Byrge's 
home, seized Communist election li- 
terature, and then carried him off 
to Harlan, in another county. Only 
then did they charge him with mur- 
der. 

Some indication of the seriousness 
of this charge, in a. court dominated 
by Judge “Baby” Jones, whose fami- 
vy owns coal mine stock, is seen in 
the following report by Labor Re- 
search on other Evarts shooting cases. 

“On various charges in connection 
with the Evarts battle of May, 1931, 
and the killing of Gunmen J. Pace 
W. B. Jones, Uncle Bill Hightower, 
Chester Poore, Elzie Phillips and Jim 
Reynolds have been sent up for life 
imprisonment; six men are in for 
shorter terms. Pleas Thomas, Chas. 
Shadrick and Dovle Assad are in for 
4 years; Otte Mills, Gaines Bubank 
and William Burnett for 3 years. 

Charges against three have been 
dismissed, Indictments against Turn- 
blazer have been filed away for pos- 
sible future action. Other workers 
still await trial. 


Seek Injunction to 
Stop Meyer Dorfman 


The strike against the firm of 
Meyer Dorfman Knitting Mill which 
has been conducted by the Industrial 
Union for the past two weeks con- 
tinues.
